T was ever the manner of Gods choſen 
People in ancient Time, and of all 
Chriſtian States in ſucceeding Ages, to 

ordain, That National Humiliations ſhould be 
made to Almighty God, when they were preſs d 
with any ſore Judgments, and ſeverely Cha- 
ſtized by his righteous Hand: But it hath not 
been as uſual, altho' it would doubtleſs, have 
been as commendable a Practice, for Nations 
3 to 
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A Sermon Preach'd before 


to Humble themſelves under the mighty Hand of 
God, when he gives them aten hopes, 
that his due time approaches to lift them up. 

Indeed, notwithſtanding the equal deſire in 
all Nations of putting an end to War; God 
alone knows, whether he will yet vouchſafe to 
give, for He alone it is, that muſt ar laſt give 


us the Bleſſing of Peace: But we ought all to 


know, and it {hall be my Buſineſs at preſent, 
to enlarge upon this great and not unſeaſo- 
nable Truth; That, when. we are waiting the 


Iſſue of any remarkable Event, Humiliation 
of Soul is a Duty well becoming ſinful Crea- 


cures. . 


Whenever there are juſt apprehenſions of 

Calamitous Times to come; as it is natural 
for a People to take Refuge in Gelees Faſts, 
and calling ſolemn Aſſemblies ; ſo hath it been 
the direction of God by his Prophets, and 
particularly by his Prophet Joel, that The 
Priefts, the Minifters of the Lord, ſhould then 
weep between the Porch and the Altar, and ſay, 
Spare thy People, O Lord, and give not thine He- 
ritage to Reproach. But the Words of my 
Text ſeem to imply, that the like inceſſanc 
Supplications ſhould be poured out before him, 


when, after a courſe of calamitous times, he 


gives 


gives a proſpect ro his Peop e, that he is in

But beſides, the reſtoring Peace to the World, 
is a Bleſſing of the moſt ſolemn Nature; for 
Wars are properly an appeal of Nations to 
the Lord of Hoſts, the God mighty in Battle, for 
the Juſtice of their Cauſe, hich can be deti- 
ded by no Humane Authority ;- and therefore, 
when he is about to determine the final Iſſues 
of War, does it not become his ſinful Creatures 
to humble themſelves before him, in expecta- 
tion of his deciſive Sentence itr this moment- 
ous Affair, which they have lodg'd before his 
righteous Tribunal.? The many Battles where- 
in he hath proſper d our Arms, have been fo 
many gracious Intimations, that he doth fa- 
vourably allow of our Appeal ; and thoſe that 
have pleaded in this Caule for us, have done 
it with great Honour, and unparalell'd Succeſs : 
but the Iſſue of the whole Event lies ſtill Be- 

| fore 
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fore him undecided ; and therefore, in this 
Criſis of our Affairs, O ye, that are the Remem- 
brancers of the Lord, do not ye keep filence, give 
him. no reſt till he eſtabliſh, and till he make Jeru- 
ſalem. a Praiſe in the Earth. And that I may 
repreſent to your Thoughts the Propriery of 
this ſolemn Humiliation, on the Hopes of pro- 
ſperous Times to come; I ſhall reduce ＋ 
have to offer. to you, under theſe three general 
Heads. It becomes us to humble our ſelves in 
the moſt devout and ſolemn manner, 


Firſt, That an end may at . be put to 
this tedious and waſting War, chat we may 
indeed have an effectual Peace. ae a 


| | Secondly, That this Peace, if God ſhall 


vouchſafe to give it us, may be proſperous in 
it ſelf, and tend to the publick Interefts of this 


Nation. | 


 Thirdy, That we may be prepared by our 
Humiliation and unfeign d ae pea to 
avoid the evil Influence it may have upon our 
Manners, and to make a right ufe of 2 
a Bleſſing. e e e 
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Firſt, That an end may at length be put to 
this tedious and waſting War, that we may in- 
deed have an effectual Peace. God ſeems to 
have ſet a peculiar Character on the dreadful 
Tranſactions of this Age; At which the Ears of 
all that hear it may tingle. For can it be ob- 
ſervd, without dread and Terror of Heart, 
chat there ſhould be at this time engag d in 
moſt deſtructive Wars, not only the whole 
Body of all Chriſtian States together, but They 
alone -of all the Nations that dwell on the 
Face of the Earth? It muſt be certainly ſome 
high Provocation of God's vindictive Juſtice on 
thoſe that are called by bis Name, which can 
have drawn down his Fury upon them, in ſo 
dreadful and diſtinguiſhing a manner. The 
Heathen Nations enjoy a profound and uni- 
verſal Peace, while we are impiouſly reeking 
in one anothers Blood, to the great Reproach 
of the Chriſtian Name. , 
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It is obſervable, that of the three ancient 
Diviſtons of the Earth, Europe alone, all along 
hath been, and ſtill continues to be, entirely 
Chriſtian; upon which account I conceive it 
is, that the Prophets, when they ſpeak of the 
Kingdom of Chriſt, ſo often mention the Iſles

of the Gentiles; which were always underſtood 3 
ro comprehend this Weſtern Diviſion of the | 


World. But they are not more diſtinguiſh'd 
from the reſt, by the Bleſſing of the Goſpel of 
Peace, than they are at this time, by the Judg- 
ment of an univerſal War. EE 


And all this Miſery brought upon fo great a 
part of Mankind, almoſt — * 
ee . Man: An Indication this, 
that it is the Hand of God upon us: Which, 
as well in the ways of Providence, as in the 
works of Nature, does always, by the moſt 
ſimple Cauſes, produce the moſt extenſive and 
Events. Indeed, the Diſtreſs which this 5 


ingle Inſtrument of God s Wrath has brought up- of 
onthe ChriſtianWorld,is now become of ſocom- i 
plex a kind; the Pretenſions of the ſeveral States | 

ged againſt him, are ſo various to be pro- 0 
vided for, and fo difficult to be ſatisfied, . that | 


no human Wiſdom ſeems ſufficient to retrieve 
us out of this perplex d Condition, and reſtore | 
to All a Safe and Reaſonable Peace. No! God 
alone, who by the Obviouſneſs of the Means, 
did in all appearance, bring this Diſtreſs on all 
the Nations profeſſing his Name; can, again, 
incline them All to acquieſce in reaſonable 2 
Terms; tho, poſſibly, not ſo advantageous — 
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| ſome Intereſts are alter d, 


to their ſeparate Intereſts, as they, with Juſtice, 
might ſeparately demand. So that, were not 
the Hand of God judicially concern d, in'britig- 
ing* this great Calamity upon che Chriſtian 
World; did it, ſuitably to the natural courſe 
of Things, proceed from the reſtleſs Ambition 
of One Man (as Men indeed may be the real 
Cauſes of infinite Miſchiefs to one another) 
yer muſt it be the Work of an All- wiſe and 
Over- ruling Providence, to bring us again out 
of this complicated Evil. It is not now, in the 
Power of him, that began theſe Troubles, 
were it ſincerely in his Intentions, . to» putran 
End to them. Even 2 his Enemies, 
ome Pretenſions 
advanced, and many Occurrences of a per- 
plexd and intricate Nature have interven d, 
and muſt be ſatisfy d, whatever Conceſſions 
be made on his part, to anſwer the juſt De- 
mands upon hirn. | e 


On the whole, the Wiſdom of Providence 
muſt of neceſſity interpoſe, in giving us Peace, 
however we came to be involvd in Var; 
whether by the judicial Hand of God, or the 
natural Ambition of Man. And it highly 
behoves us all, ro-cry mightily to our God: For He 
it is, that trieth the Nations in a Ballance: To

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Indeed, the infinite Impieties, and of the 
moſt flagrant kind, beſides that Luxury and 
choſe Diſſentions, which have already over 
ſpread us like a Flood, give juſt reaſon to 
tear, that the ſevereſt part of our Calamities 
is yet to come. N grant Peace to 
the Chriſtian World; and yet, though it may 

be compaſſed even by the Valour of our Arms, 

it may, neither with regard to our Political, 
nor our Moral Intereſts, turn any ways to our 
Advantage. We have had the Glory of 
Victories and High Renown: God grant 
that be not our only Part and Lot in this 
Matter. Without his Bleſſing on our Counſels, 
in this great Conjuncture, our ſhare in the 
Peace, may prove more miſchievous to our 
ublick Intereſts, than the continuance of 
War; and without a Reformation of thoſe 
Vices, which we have moſt unnaturally run 
into, in defiance of theſe Calamities, we ſhall
